Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Aid for Highway improvement. 


Art. 6. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary for Town Highways and Bridges. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will raise money for 
White Pine Blister Rust Control. 


Art. 8. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to real estate taken over by the Town for non-pay- 
ment of taxes. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to give a dis- 
count on taxes paid in full. 
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Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to rescind any 
or all prior votes relative to the adoption of Chapter 9 of 
the N. H. session laws of 1935 Known as the Municipal 
Budget Act or take any action in relation thereto.
